My thoughts have b:zen very much upon your ſad condition, and that 
not withour grief, conſid:ring ſome r ports which 1 had heard from good hands, touch= 
ing your by-paſt l;v:s, that = were perſwaded that you were honeſt in the way you 
went by, thovgh you were under a deluſion; which deluſion you had received from 
P.exby:erianiſm, in three part culars. The firſt wos, ro go by a particular ſpirit in your 
underſtanding of the holy Scripture, according as you conceived the ſence to be, though 
never ſo much d.fﬀferirg frem the Church that was not regarded, The ſecond was, 
that you muſt have Scriptures without the T rad'rional help of the Church for every 
thing you do, And truly, by theſe two have all H-rericks, ancient and modern, ever 
gone by 3 As Socratts, Lib, 6, cap.z. faich, That Diodorus, B wap of Tarſus, while he 
addited himſclf ro the bare and naked lerte: of the Scriprure+, he erred touly in the 
ſence. And Vincentiuns Lyrinen/. in the tenth Chapter of his Golden Rule, and elſwhere 
mentions Origen, Tertullian, and Appollinzrius, That (o long as they kepr their under- 
ſtandings under the cuſtody of the Church, they were eſteemed rhe Eminemteſt men in 
the world; but negleRing the Church, and following their own particular underſtand- 
ings, They fell (ſaith he) intomoſt fearful Hereſizs, And for a time, both their Herefie, 
and others alſo, have vexed the Church; though ſome a longer, and ſome « ſhorter 
time, according as they have been backed and foſtered by Princes and Kings of Natigns : 
But moſt commonly when worldly Powers fail them, they vanifh from off the ſtage of 
this world, and even ſoperiſh and come to nothing ; onely their memory remains ac- 
ccrding to what is prophefied, Iſa1.65 24. Rinkings and are abhorred of all fleſh, nor 
onely of the Church, bur eycn of S:Rarics themſelves , who diſapprove of one an- 
others Tenents; rthte conlideration of which, one would chink ſhould be a warging fer 
all men to rake heed, that they prefer. net their own opinions above and againit che 
Church : They may ſee plainly, except they be backed by world'y powers, they come 
to nought and periſh. And what ſecuity can the SeRs of o ir age probably give, thar 
their ecdings will be any berrer then the very worſt of former condemned Herericks, 
A third Pre-byterian principle , that you have b:en imbarked upon , is to reform or 
make a Religion according ro your mindes by the Sword, (I do not ſay, Thar all thar 
people hold ſo, bur this hath been generally their praiſe) either by hook or crook, 
if it can be got into their hands, chough ic be againſt cheir Mother- Church ther bap- 
e'z:d them, and wheir King to boot, it matters not. This was the dotrine of Bucanans 
Knor, and Goodman in Scotland, againſt their Qieen Regent, and the praſtice of 
Scots ar Sterling, againſt King Zames, as you may ſee in the Book intituled, Dangerous 

Poſitions ; and much more to the ſame purpoſe,

theu wilt ſhew thy great goodnefi, For ſuch as are is 6s and contrire of heart, 
there are treaſures of goodneſs la'd up for them, though they have none for themſelves. 
Bur, O where is the ſoul that hath obtained this Grace of Contrition } Nor every ene 
that ſaith, Lord, Lord, hath it,nor hardly do any that w.1fully paſs off a righteous living 
to the leſt hour. This high dignity is not gotten by the Sword of Inferiors, in oppo- 
ſiog their Superiors, bur by much Prayer, Faſting, Almideeds , that ſo the loyns of 
the poor, blefling them, may thereby help ro lift up their prayer to God for the obcain- 
ing of this grace. And as cur Lord lett his Fathers glory, and humbled h:mſelf co 
ſave us, fofer us leave our own Wills and Paſſions, and condeſcerd to the weakneſs 
and infirmiry of others, wherher they be friends, enemies, or ſtrangers, if they be in 
the wrong, let us by our goodneſs, ſtrive to mend and recover them ; for our Lord hath 
done ſo for us. And as for opprefſing Superiors, Ged forbid the Sword ſhould once be 
ſo much as thought upon z bur contrary with humble ſubmiſſion, ler us pur our mouth 
in the duſt, and our cheeks ro the ſm'rers, even rothem that pluck off the hair, and 
bow our ſouls to b: trampled on, and our bedies as the ſtreers for enemies ro go upon, 
Iſ:i.51. 23. This is a path that Vultures eye hath nor ſeen, nor Lions whelp troad it ; 
onely the redeemed ones, they trace ir, going from ſtrength to ſtrength, paſſing througl: 
the valley of rears, Pſal. $1, 6,7. nor _—_ they _ before Ged in S19n. And 
therefore whiles ir is yer day, before it ſerreth in darknels ; let us ſertle our ſelves to this 
humble work of braring all crofſes and affli&ions, whether they be ſuch, as we may ſay, 
befal us accidentally, or thoſe that befal us for R 'ghreouſneſs. A patient bearing acci= 
dental croffes, is not withour its reward, Ye haveheard of the patience of Job, ſaith 
the Scriptires z how he loſt his children, hs carrel, bis gocds, when he lay diſcaſed 
upon the d 'nghil ; we know how pleaſing his patience was ro Ged, and what end God 
made with him. Bur pe:ſecurion and c:offes for Righrecuſneſs, ſuch afMiRions are of 
2nother nature ; they be the dainties of Gods Table : And the cfore doubtleſs ir is 
that the Apoſtle faid, Ir is berrer if the w.ll of G d be ſos that we ſuffer for R ghreouſ- 
neſs: Yea then ſaith our Lord, Leap for joy, and be exceed ing glad, for great will 
your reward be. Andtherefore ir was that the Apoſtles ſang for joy» Thar they were 
made worthy of ſtripes for Chriſts ſak-. They did more «ſteem of croffſes of Con- 
ſcience, then you and others have done which rook up the Sword to evade the Croſs. 
Neither they, nor any good Chriſtian, ever took up the Sword againſt their Superior,

Chr iſt undertakes, we ſho'ild, nay, muſt undergo if we will be ſaved ; that is, todie 
for Righteouſneſs, cither in a or reſolution. And ſhall we under colour of Rightcoul- 
neſs make void, Ged forb:;d, It ever the Devil was transform.d into an Angel of Lighe 
ro deceive ſouls, ſurely in thisd Atrine ? Whar to fight againſt our Kings tv evade the 
Croſs ! to;ſooth, it was for a liberty ro ſerve God without t. ouble in the fleſh. © curſed 
liberty, which Chriſt meyer procured of his Father, for us to get Heaven by. Ir was 
the Croſs he promiſed man by his death and bloodſhed, ſhould partiently endure 
and ſo eſcape eternal death in Adam : B. tou: R:formers praiſe was the quite con- 
trary, and therefore I wiſh to God, that you and others, would ſeriouſly repent of this 
great evil, in taking up the Syord to make void the Croſs for a flcſhly liberty. Ler the 
prerence be what it will, it was Contrary to the Covenant of Chriſts wade in Heaven; 
and therefore your Deſign and Covenant is yo d, as the P:opher Iſaiah ſaith, Chap. 28. 
18. Though your Covenant hath been with death, and your League with Hell ; when 
the overthrowing ſcourge pafſeth over, ye ſhall be rrodden down, as you ſee this day is, 
to your wo, fulfilled in your ey:s. And therefore what remaineth now, but that you 
conſider your by paſt lives, and moſt ſeriouſly berake your ſelyes to Mourning, Prayers 
and Faſting for the Soul, and never expeRt Reprieves or Pardons : Ger p be the 
leaſt of your thoughts, for the nature of your fin is ſo unmatchable, and indeed by 
man unpardonable. See Gen 9g. 5, 6. By whomſoever mans blood is ſhed, wherher ir 
be by beaſt or man ; atthe hand of man, ſaith God, I will require it. And Mr, Ainſ+ 
worth upon that place, brings in the Hebrew Do&ors ſpeaking thus, Though man 
would give all the riches of the world, and the avenger of blood were willing to free 
him; yer the murderer was to be put te death, becauſe the ſoul or life of the party 
murdered, is not in poficfiion of che av: nger of blood , bur is the poſſeſſion of the 
moſt high, holy, and bleſſed God Maimou. See Ainſworth upon Levit.g, 7. That 
whoever the Magiſtrate condemns to death vr ſtripes, no atonement was made by their 
death, or by their ſtripes, until chey repented and confeſſed. And therefore it is your 
part to ſucto God, and that inceſſantly, ro pardon the ſoul ; and think that the ſureſt 
way for that end is, Thatthe body be pur to d-ath, that the ſoul may be ſaved ; for by 
that means reſtitution is made, Blocd for blood : This is Gods Law. And though for 
quantity and quality, its utterly impoſfable that ever a reſtitution can be mad?, yer a re= 
pentant humble will.ng minde makes that acceprable re God, which otherwiſe is ,mpoſ- 
fible. Search the Buok of God, and you ſha'l not Ginde, that any atonement was ever 
made ns not for any fin commitred, without Con' eſſion and Reſtitution. Sirs, theſe 
be not trifling matters » and therefore ſerioufly thi k upon them, and acquaint your 
fellow-priſcners with them ; I mean thoſe that lic under the ſame condemnation with 
your ſelves, O my friends, care not for the body, but the ſoul; th. ſoul that lies at 
take : And if now it be not ſaved, the redemption thereof ceaſeth for ever. 

Theſe things having lain long upon my ſpirit, I thought to impart them unto you, 
leaſt things might ſo happen that I might b: grieved, that I did ner do ſo, And there- 
fore having now done, 1 have no mote to lay, but to pray God Almighty co give you 
grac= this day, to conſider thoſe things that b-long ro your eternal peace, O my 
Friends, you have pretended a —_ God in theſe your ways. Remember that 
narration, 1 King.19, God was not in the v ind which rent the Rocks,nor in the Earth- 
q'1ake, nor in the Fire g bur after all, in a ſtill ſmall voice, there God was and talked 
with Elias, And by this Simile, conſider your ways in your Reformation and ſceki 
God, in oppoGrion of your K ng; how you have paſſed throvgh fire, blood, and vapor 
of ſmuk:, and what havock a1id devaſtations you have made, that the children unborn 
willrue it. Bat afre: all this, bchold a miracle, the King is returned without ſpilling 
a drop of Dleod to His Throne and Kingdom. Methinks chis __—_—_ might move 
you to conſider your former doings. Nor much unlike this, was the carrying the chil- 
dren of 1/rael into Babylon , by much bloodſh:d and ruine of their Countrey it was 


their delivery, like them that h1d been in 2 dream, P/al. 126. And hath Ir not beow fo 
even with the King and His Friends ? Merthinks (I ſay) theſe things ſhould move you, 
and beſides there 1s another mean Mor've to moy- you ro Repentance, which is a leri- 
ous conſideration of the yu evils done by you in ths K-ngdem 3 the many families, 
high and low, which you have ruinated, and houſes la d in the duſt ; the many b- dies of 
men going now a begging up and down the ſtreets, either withour legs, arms, or {ome 
limbs wanting ; alſo che Prentices that were perſwaded by your Preachers, and other- 
ways by your Authority, to leave their Trade and Maſters, co ſerve in your War againſt 
the King. Many of theſe loſing their trades, have prebably wand (Pagans meny 
Theeves, Robbers, and Murdereis : And this is the fruits of your doings. The immer ſc 
charge and debts the Kingdom hath been imbaitked in, and upon the Dominions 
by your means; the particulars chereofy nor caſie ro be related ; the arrears of Soldiers 
by Sea and Land, falls upon the King ; alſo the ſerling of anoth«r ſoldiery ro prev:ne 
the like miſcarriages. Theſe things arc occaſioned by you and your fratergity ; alſo the 
ruine of Churches, eſpecially Cathedrals and Minſters. In what weful condition have 
you brought them into, befider the King and Queens houſes, which now muſt be re» 
paired by the Commons of England ; beſides your uncivil carriages in Churches, 
wherein the Alm'ghty God was wo: ſhipped. This nor to be paralled amorg any ſorts 
of Chriſt ans irhe world, as to mak»: Churches Stables for your horſes, ro water them 
in Fonts where Chriſtians in the Name of the Blefſcd Trinity had been lately bapriz:d 3 
ro lay excrements in Churches, yea, under and upon Communion Tables, as in St. 
Faiths Church, and other Churches, many eyes were witnefi.s thereof z befides you 
have to your power, deſt. oyed all the memorials of eur Lord Jeſus, ard even of Chri- 
ſtiznity rhroughout the Kingdom : Yea, ſofar have you proceeded, as to deſtroy all 
Crofles, th: emblems of our Lo:ds Crucifixien z and thi you have done in all Towns, 
Citics, H gh-ways, and Churches. There is not a fgn left upon any Church that they 
belong to Chriſtians; not ſe much as ar Glaſſentwry, where Zoſiph of Aremathea 
brought in Chriſtianity : H s ancient Chappel and Thorn that bloſſoa''d every Chriſ;mas- 
day, muſt be deſtroyed or defaced; and {o you have done to other places, and made 
England appear as naked ard bare of any Monuments of our Lord, as ſhe was while ſhe 
was Pagan : And is not th's a ſad buſineſs ? What can you ſay to theſe th'ngs ? If 
you had routed out the Monuments of Heathen gods, as Iſrael were commanded to do 
when they came into Canaans Land, that had been ſomething;z they were commanded 
ro deſtroy all places of the Heathens worſhip, to throw their Alrars down, and break 
their Pillars, and burn their Groves, and hew down the grav:n Images of their Gods, 
and ſo rodeſtroy their very hames ard memorial our of that Land; but they muſt nor 
do ſo to the name of the Lord their God, as they did to thoſe idols,they were prohibir- 
ed ſo ro do, See Deut.r 2. and four & ſt verſes. Where is your ae when you 
read the Scriptures ? Ainſworth notes from the Rabbieszif they do ſo the Ged of Heaven, 
chough ir be br with a ſtrne from the Temple, he that did ir,was to be beaten 3 bur you 
have got done it by ſingle ſtones,but by whole Cathedral Churches, and by all che figure 
and memorial of our Lords Crucifixion : By this your doings, you make him like ene of 
the Gentile Idols. Mechinks the conſideration of theſe things,and many others,thar now 
in your ſolicudes you might colle& rogether , ſhould melr you into tears, and move 
you to publiſh a ſerious lamentation and repegrance for all your former doings. O my 
friends, your fins have been blaz-n'd and ſpread through Europe, Aſia, Africa and Ame= 
rica ; bur not ſo the repentance of any one of you publiſhed nor as yer in any one Pariſh 
in the World. O confider how little comfort a King hath, in ſhewing favors to ſuch un- 
worthy and impenicent ſubz:&s; you had time wherein repentancefer {o greata fin might 
have appeared ſomewhat anſwerable ro your crimes; bur little or nothing therecf as 
yer appeateth. O ler your lives be ſpent in Faſtings, Meurnings, and ___ | Is your 
mou:nings like that of Heddadrimon-in the valley, of Megiddony every Family aparry 
2nd their Wives apart, Zecbar. 13. 11, 13. The greatge's of your Sin i, 


and that even nntil death come upon you : re whic th to you would roule { 

your ſelyzs, and even co live penit:nrial and mortifying lives until that day, God for. 
bid that there th »uld be any of you of 4Azag the Amalecks mind, to live delicate, and 
{iy the bitterneſs of death is paſſed, x Sam. r5. 52. Its hoped better of you, though 
the contrary is talked of. Ir is wiſh:d that you would think of Straffords Crimes and 
your own; ſp reſign on and preparation, and manner of his death, with your own : 
I ſay again, let Straffords dzath be remembred, to which the Kings Conſcience could 
not condeſcend. Str:ffnd ina Letter to the King, perſwaded him to paſs the Parlia- 
m2nes Bill for his death , for that he thought che onely Remora in matter of peace be- 
eween the King and his ſubje&s: And ther-fore Strafford in that Letter willingly gave 
his life ro the King, perſwading him to paſs che Bill for that Reconciliation, / aig 
dr this well and ſtartle not, bat willingly render up your lives to death for 
your 04m fins, that ſo your ſouls may be ſaved. A perf: lign of a repentant Lover, 
is that the Penitent be heartily willing to ſatisfic co his power whatever the Law of 
God and Man requires as a du? debr for the off:nce commitred. This debt is Blood for 
Blood; Lifc for Life ; that ſo the Artonement which the Lord of Life in his Blood 
hath purchaſed, may be made for the Soul, and {forts union with Jeſus, Fos the 
loye of Jeſus, my friends think it not much nor hard co do this ; and that out of meer 
love to him who for this end died for you: und therefore with a willing ue in this thing 
let your Love and Loyalry eſpecially appcar, evon with humble and penitent minds 
give glory and thanks to God : And fo it called thereto » render up your Bodies to 
d. ath, and your Souls into his hands; and ſo capable ef the Prayers of all good

His Paper was writ when a general ſpeech was druitex that you were todie; and then 

it was brought to the Comptroller in the Tower 'ts be given you : but confidering that 
Jou were cloſe Priſontrs and be could not well do it, it was omitted : Aud now you may 
think thefe lits after ſo long a tyme, is preſented nat very ſeaſonable, conſedering the bit- 
terneſs ( you hope and I bope )) is overpaſied ; which though it be ſo through the mercy of 
the King, yet notwithſtanding the guilt lyes upon your Sou's , and its the great mercy of 
God myving the King to leagtben your lives : And if by 4 ſerious repentance you ſb:w nat 
your ſelves worthy of ſo great favors from God and the King ; then upon the contrary, you 
ſhew you ſelv?s ungratefull to both, But it 1s boped otherwiſe ; and though the guilt be 
wiped n1 oth:rwiſe off, but 0nely by the blood of Chriſt, which is a great ſecret, when, aud 
how its done ; conſidering that wnder the L1w there was no Sacrifice for Blood, eſpecially 
for blood of this nature, as murdering « King the Lords anointed ; the which conſeder 
alſo : and bow David for murdering « ſubjett, cries out Plal. 5r. Deliver me O Lord 
from bloud guiltinzſs, That {4 ns doubt lay beavy wpos bis Conſcience, aud ever viſible 
before his eyes, which m2de him cry out ; An4 it hath been the property of men truly peni- 
tent, {or ſuch ſins eſpecially where there was no ſacrifices, to go monrung even all their 
dayes to the grave ; and the ſhort time of this uncertaun lifeco tdered, aud that the eter- 
nal weal or wot of the Soul thereupon [0 dependeth ; doubtleſs it moves penitent Souls to 
ſet themſelves upon a ſerious and continutd repentance, even upon a daily mariifying them- 
ſelves uito the wery laſt bour of their tyves ; that then their ſouls might be ſurely ſaved : 
bere (p:eches are bruited «broad otherwiſe of you, but I bope falſly, Moreover con 
my ſriends, beſgd's th? guiltin?ſs of this great Sin, the ſcar and ſtains remains blemiſhing 
the names of men : which blemiſh?s can us way be bealed and wiped off, but by a ſerious 
and deep repentance and myrti fication, Toeſe things 1 leave to your ſerious thoughts, and
